Peony  prices  are  determined  in  all  cases  by  the  com¬ 
parative  scarcity  of  the  variety.  New  introductions 
necessarily  command  a  relatively  high  price  until  they 
are  produced  in  sufficient  quantities  to  make  a  lower 
price  commercially  possible.  The  wide  range  in  price 
does  not  mean  that  one  variety  is  necessarily  much 
better  than  another,  although  this,  of  course,  enters 
to  some  extent  in  the  determination  of  prices,  especial¬ 


ly  in  group  one.  Scarcity  as  well  as  desirability  is  a 
large  factor  in  determining  the  prices  in  group  two. 

All  Auglaize  roots  are  big,  full-bodied,  3  to  5  eye 
divisions  freshly  dug  from  healthy,  field  grown,  three- 
year-old  plants.  In  a  few  simple  words,  Auglaize 
roots  are  the  best  peony  roots  that  can  be  produced, 
at  the  lowest  prices  consistent  with  high  quality.
